I recognize that highly sensitive operational 
matters are involved, and that there certainly are practical 
limitations to what a referral to the Attorney General 
will accomplish, but I believe that failure to act in accordance 
with Section 1-707 with regard to both the Epstein book and the 
New York magazine article after having specifically raised 
one aspect of the issue with Chairman Riyh places the Director 
in an untenable position.
